The first speaker of the evening 
was Mr. WfiJler Cloison whom vho 
chairm.m In-roducert as one ot tilt 
younger graduate:! of McGllI Mr. Mol- 
son t'ippotcd ihe toast to the Alma 
Muter .ind the in his remarks save 
a few thur.ib-naJl .sketches of the -"if- 
ferwit meanings the -words Alma M.a- 
ter convcyci to fiic men' in the dif-. 
ferent faculties. The Alma Mater, 
continued the speaker, ttIu be the 
spirit and the idc->! to xrhlch prjulu- 
ates will look to In later life. When 
Ihe great war caJne, the men of Mc- 
GIU -were foremost If the ranks of the 
Canadian army. After tiio speaker had 
proposed the toast the çatherlng rose 
to Its feet arrt cajie the Alm» Mater 
Hymn, anû foUoweô it through wUh 
H rouslntr McGill yell. 

Sir Arthur Currie in replying lo ilie 
loai=l stated lha-i McGIIl should feel 
proud of the assembly ot busineSï 
men tbai had come to he prosent at 
a college function- Ho was glad ■'c 
note that to-day men from outside 
the university could be invited to 
college bamuets an. would carry a- 
way H çooO irai>ref slon . In thr panl 
this was not the cuve. 'l'Uv loni; in 
tie college wag undergoing a dep.i'l;!d 
Improvement. Sir Aithur ,then ifpukc 
a few words on <»ie place of the uil- 
lege man In fciulncss and went oi> m 
say that «evcrai business mer, liac! 
told Iilm that i i-' Pay "was noi far off 
when the heads of departments m 
business would bu college graduates. 
Sir Arthur stressed' the value of In- 
tfrsnlty in all the undertakings of 
college affairs aiid pointed out that 
(big was, too, th(. all-important ele- 
ment in business. 'I"'he man gathfroii 
nbout the board would bear UiIe 
Hiatement out declared the principal. 
Touching on the subject of collège 
worts, Sir Arthur made the statement 
lliat in thcmsclvci) tliej' were vci-y 
;;(j<;d. but when iCiey interfered with 
Ihe studies, thoy should be cut out. 
I"ame in athlclica was a good thing, 
but the men r-orc in college primari- 
ly for study. The fraternitlos, <oo, 
could do a Ki'tat work in furiluTing 
tlie Hciîijlaj-tlt; LUi't'es!" of its members. 
J I should be the dut> of every frater- 
nity member to .see that his 'brother 
w.njs .succeeding in his work, conclud- 
ed the prlncl|)al. 

Sir Charle.'j Ocr<on of Hie iJorninion 
Textile Co. proposed llic toast to the 
fjeUooJ of Coinmovce. air Charles .s;ud 
tlial ho had looked up the curriculum 
of the .School :tnd after a perusal of 
t'.ie studies ii: t:i.< course came to 
the conclusion that if aJI the men 
gradiiatiiig iinoW thi; subjects that 
wcri) tauglit .and J new iliein thorouah- 
ly that the men in lju.sincss to-day 
would lose the'r Jobs. If this were true

Ho was followed by Sir William 
Van Iloriic. an American, a practical 
rr.ilro.id i>peralor and a uian wiio'i'j 
talents made ;;ini a mo.'it fining oc- 
oupaiit of his off rc - .xs fJcnerai .M;i i- 
agcr and l-TesKlcnt - during the ti'ne 
the construction oV the Road was be- 
ing carried on. Van lloriic's great 
assets to Ihu Ctninlry were hl.s lirll- 
li.inl iin:i;rin;il ion dviviML,- foi'.'O 

iind ill.'; real knowledge of const nic- 
lion iiroblems. 

l^rd SltaughiKiijby was not a techiil- 
c."!Î railro.ad m.an Ix-cauae. hb; prelimi- 
nary tiMinln;,' v.'.as l.aj'gely nbtain^d ;ii 
th(; liu.':iiK'.s:i end of the cnloi'pi ise. 
He was I'urchaatnt .^genl of Ihe Koad 
during construction and carried on 
his Rhouldcrs t'-.c ciiurinouH responsi- 
bility of buying i'.-.e supplies lo con- 
struct a transcont'iiontal r.ailway at 
a time of weak endii .and .-■(■an! mon- 
ey.

No Qualifications 

llerplofore bii.Miiicss has probably 
Miifered troni the fact that there were 
no restrictions of any kind or qiialifi 
cations for entry Into it and conse 
qucntly maxims stich as "Business '. 
Bnslncps," whch nienn;> "The Devil 
take the Tlindermost." were con.'iidur 
c<l as indicative of busincsa ethics. In 
-some unknown way the impression 
wM-: created that a bn.sinciia ni.an was 
not altOi;other as pnnctilious or as 
ci"'cnmspebt ill (lis practices a.s a man 
trained to whîit were called the "liigh 
er professions." It is Inevitable tli.vt 
con."ildcrinEr the vast variety of 
btisine.ss .-letivities In which men en- 
g:a.5:cd that there should be not an ali- 
KOlnte uniformity in either the iir,actict< 
or the personal characteristcs ot the in- 
dlviduals In that class but it is u fac. 
thai the cumulative effect of education 
and experience has enhanced in rc 
cent years what those standards of Ijils 
iness practices should be. When T say 
that business will probably never bo 
professlonaSlKed, I do not mean to ii: 
timate that a profession .within,;, , 
business will be created as indeed it has 
been created and .so fundamentally the 
idea belilnd the School of Commerce 
the trainini; of bu.'<iness essentials an'i 
incidentally througii those who recpiv* 
it Uic raising of the iitaudard ot bus 
iness ethcs. 

Jn this connection, you wjl! remember 
in the old dsys that businessmen af 
fected an almost contemptuous attltudâ 
towards institutions of learning and 
higher education, an attitude that was 
almost cttuallcd by the scorn tor tho 
business men held by professional men 
cm the theory that the former were 
uninterested in the higher things of 
life. An American correspondent tells 
of an amusing incident of the visit of 
Doctor Gilbert Murray, Regius Pro- 
fessor of Greek at Oxford University 
and Prt'Sident of the Leaçuo of Na-tloni* 
Union. In a di."iCussion of American 
UniverHitles mention was made of llic 
Columbia School of JBusincss as a now 
oducalional development, ''A School uf 
Buifiness! Great Hcav,èn8!fe\Vhât';i^caii 
they tuach there? exclamcif ' Murray, 
"They Hach business thwry", said the 
correspondent, "the accumulation and 
digestion of important commercial fact* 
ajid in addition practical courses 
dar« say they n''i:ll be teaching crime 
next," Wat, the learned Professor's only 
comment. 

Herbert Hoover
